striking Ohio Electric trainmen, it 
was announced by James Largay, 
international union representative, 
that the trainmen's representa- 
tives would meet later this after- 
noon with Dana Stevens, vice 
president of the company, in an 
effort to settle the strike. 


For more than a week all lines in 


Ohio of the Ohio Electric Railway com- 
pany have been tied-up through the 
walkout of trainmen one week ago yes- 
terday.

STORING AUTOMOBILES. 


The National Civic Association calls 


attention to the need for better facili- 
ties for storing 
automobiles. 
It pre- 


dicts that in the nest five years a large 
portion of the wage earners will own 
cheap cars and they must have some 
place to store them. It was found in 
the town which the government built 
lor the ship workers at Hilton, Ya.. 
some of the people were storing cars on 
their front porches. 
The government 


had made no other provision for them. 


In a great many towns storage places 


for cars are very scarce, and as cars 
increase they will become more so. Yet 
it never pays to put up a cheap look- 
ing structure that detracts from the ap- 
pearance of the neighborhood. 


If the automobile 
owner 
depends 


upon garages erected by other people, 
the cost of storing his car may be the 
heaviest expense he has to payj. It of- 
ten exceeds that for either gasoline or 
tires. 


These are times when 
some pretty 


mean 
old sheds, once regarded as 


about ready to be torn down and t>f 
scarcely any use, begin to acquire a de- 
cided 
value. 
By a little 
repairing, 


they may be able to draw in a sub- 
stantial little income from some neigh- 
bor's car. 


It is a mistake for the owner to feel 


that he must necessarily have a gar- 
age on his own land where he can take 
out his car at a moment's notice. If he 
has to use the car constantly in his 
business, he of course needs to have it 
handy. But if he is merely using it 
for pleasure a few times a week, it will 
not hurt him a particle to walk five or 
ten minutes to some place that hap- 
pens to have a vacant shed or stable 
for a moderate price. 


It is up to the builder and architects

The sockeye salmon 
run 
on 
the 


Fraser river is a failure, according to 
reports from Vancouver. The danger 
which threatened this important source 
of food supply was clearly pointed out 
over 3. year ago by the commission of 
conservation in a special report by Mr. 
Arthur V. White. He showed that it is 
absolutely essential for the life of the 
salmon industry in British Columbia 
that adequate and practically workable 
provisions be made and maintained for 
the safeguarding of the salmon—both 
adult and young—in connection with 
the granting of any rights or privileges 
for the damming of streams, for the 
diversion of water for power, irriga- 
tion or other activities involving the 
use of the inland waters. 
It is neces- 


sary to permit a sufficient number of 
adult salmon to pass all obstructions in 
order to reach and deposit their ova 
upon the spawning beds of the stream. 
The young salmon must also be afford- 
ed a satisfactory passageway out to the 
sea. 


There were two specific instances of 


interference with the salmon run which 
caused enormous loss. 
One was the 


construction of a dam at the outlet of 
Quesnal lake, and the other was a rock 
slide during the construction of the 
Canadian Northern railway in 1913-14 
which blocked the Fraser above Yale. 
Mr. White pointed out the necessity of 
providing suitable fishways in order to 
preserve the salmon industry, but ap- 
parently nothing has been done. 
The 


industry has now reached such a stage 
that unless theie is an extended close 
season the salmon will share the fate 
of the passenger pigeon and the buffalo.

London, July 25. (By Mail).—Parlia 


ment, after five hard years devoted t< 
the business of the empire, is again 
learning to play.

Ing men of the allies passed in review 
This week it continued its peace cele 
bration by visltiiiR the fleet anchored 
off the mouth of the Thames at South 
end. 
And on both occasions it cas 
aside the dignity and hoary customs o: 
its ancient legislative halls, and enjoye* 
the novelty like a lot of school boys ou 
for a frolic. 


Monday the lords saw the ships—a 


comparatively small and select party 
which left London late and come home 
early. Tuesday it was the turn of the 
commons who cheered the best fighting 
ships. 


The Balmorel Castle which carried 


the commoners and their wives first cir 
eled the fleet, the "Lizzie" as the voy 
aRers affectionately termed 
Admira 
Beatty's flagship the Queen Elizabeth 
being especially admired. Then the 
iVarfepite which the Germans said they 
had sunk at Jutland, the Lion, the 
Tiger and a lot of other big ships come 
in for admiration, while the Conquorer 
the Thunderer and some of the smaller 
fighters were greeted as old friends. 


The Balmorel Castle then steamed 


clown through the center of the fleet 
On one side were the big ships; on the 
other the submarines, chasers and de 
stroyers. 
Few sailors were in sight 


but the crew of a submarine were loud 
ly cheered as they took position on 
deck for a few minutes, and then weni 
about some task set by thfeir command 
er.

SLAVS DESTROY SHAFT 
IN ARCHDUKE'S MEMORY 


Sarajevo, Bosnia, July 10.—(By Mail) 


—The Slavs have torn down the beauti 
ful monument of granite and bronze 
which the Austrians erected to the 
memories of Archduke Franz Ferdinand 
and his wife Sophia, Duchess of Hohen- 
berg, which stood at a corner of the 
bridge here when their assassination 
by Prinzip furnished the spark that set 
off the world-war. It bore a bronze 
plaque showing the figures of both 
Ferdinand and Sophia. 
Now 
that Bosnia-Herzegovina has 
passed from the rule of Austria and be- 
come a part of the kingdom of Serbs. 
Croats and Slovenes, the parts of the 
monument have l>een stored in the 
Museum of Sarajevo. 
When the cur 
ator has time they will be assembled 
for the edification of the students of 
history and to satisfy the curiosity of 
sight-seers. 
Sarajevo seems almost to have for- 
gotten the bomb throwing and is well 
on its way toward making "business as 
usual." 
As a demobilized soldier said: 
"We're all sick of the war business!" 
But the mixed imputation and the un- 
dertone of sympathy for Austria lead 
one to wonder what may happen in 
the generation after that of Prinxip.
